event pipeline exists only during the lifetime of its corresponding context object - -;

The cited prior arts do not teach or render obvious the invention as recited in 
independent claims 1,11 and 22. More specifically, the cited prior arts do not teach 
forming the event pipeline as a separate instance for each HTTP request received at 
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the host application from a client application and wherein the separate instance of the 
event pipeline exists only during the lifetime of its corresponding context object, 
when taken in the context of the claim as a whole.
